Highlights from the May Meeting: 


Tonight’s meeting was held via Zoom, and was called to order at 7:34 by club president 
David Spoelstra, NOKT. There were 40 in attendance. 


After a quick reminder of the June auction, David introduced this evening’s speakers: Dr. 
Bob Leamon and Dr. Scott McIntosh about Cycle 25. 


They have titled their presentation “The Terminator”. Through their different way of 
predicting Cycle 25, they are predicting it’s high coming earlier and being higher than 
predicted by more “mainstream” predictions. The new cycle is coming on stronger and 
wiping out Cycle 24 quicker than originally predicted. Their predictions were made in 
2013. Several slides were presented representing the sun’s activity as predicted. They 
are looking more at the 22 year “Hale Cycles” to make their predictions. Peak predicted 
to be in 2025 comparable to Cycle 22. A Solar Cycle can be broken into 5 evenly spaced 
“seasons”. {There was lots of interesting information that was frankly above my head. 
However, the presentation was recorded and a link will be provided upon request. - Ed.] 


There were several good questions and comments from those present. The meeting 
adjourned at 9:00 pm.
